News, news, news I It’s enough 
to give a man the blues. Nobody 
married and nobody dead ; nobody 
broken an arm or a head ; nobody 
come in to talk of the “crapy” no 
one got boozy and started a strap; 


We drove back again through the 
narrow street, along the rampart 
and around the northern base of 
the rock to the peninsular. The 
road led along the beach, for that 
was tbe only place for it.

A 
little beyond where we were, was 
located the French^ and Spanish 
batteries when, in the latter part of 
our war for Independence, Spain 
attempted in vain to regain the 
fortress over which she had seen 
the British flag Wave since 1704.

No 
wonder England takes pride in the 
possession of what Englishmen 
defended so bravely. One of the 
is the Moorish

especially fine and attractive. 
Most delicious oranges could be 
obtained for a cent apiece, while 
figs and dates were equally cheap. 
T have already mentioned that the 
Moors are obliged to leave the 
town at sunset and close their 
market. For”the short time we 
had at Gibraltar, we could' hardly 
have been more highly favored by 
weather. We'stood on deck while 
the sun Was sinking behind the 
hills across the bay and Watched 
the effect of the sun-light upon the 
town and rock. It was one of the 
most beautiful sun-sets I have 
ever seen. For a few moments 
heavy black clouds obscured the 
sun and tbe rock became at the 
same time black and threatening. 
The old Moorish castle above the 
town frowned down upon us, seem¬ 
ing more antiquated than ever. 
As the sun sank below the line of 
clouds and just touched the tops of 
the mountains, the whole western 
sky, with the exception of the line 
of black, seemed tinged with red 
and gold ; while the rays of the sun, 
cast fulL upon the' windows of the 
town, give the appearance in many 
places of a blazing fire. At" the 
south (end of the peninsular upon 
the - black back-ground of cloud 
which bad risen behind the rock ap¬ 
peared the arc of a bright rainbow. 
AVe left about sunset, and our last 
view of Gibraltar was the eastern 
side.as it loomed, up in the dark¬ 
ness, rising straight out of the

it was said as of Rome of 
old, “This is the city of kings.”

The city is situated in 
an ampilheatre formed by the 
surrounding mountains which here 
approach very near * the sea- Ex¬ 
tending from the water’s edge* by 
a steady ascent on the western side 
and hv constantly heightening 
mountains on the eastern, the city 
reaches up the mountain side and 
lies spread out before the approach¬ 
ing traveller. Hard it would be 
to destroy the natural beauty of the 
place.
